IRISH CROP REPORT.

The Department of Agriculture in its mia 
October report of the crops states that in the 
earlier districte of Leinster, Munster, and most 
of the Connaught counties, saving of the cereals 
was well advanced when the break im uhe 
weather at the beginning of feptember oc- 
curred. Over these areas the conditions are 
much better than ‘in the northern counties, 
where the harvest is usually from a fortnight to 
three weeks later. The state of the oat crop 
in Ulster at the middle of October is deplorable. 
The flax crop in these counties has also suffered 
extremely, and much of it will be of little value 
for fibre in consequence. All over the country 
there is a fear that if the rainy vs eather con- 
tinues the potato crop, especially in heavy 
clay soils, may become diseased. 

THE CEREAL CROPS. 

The crop of winter wheat was one of the best 
obtained for many years, and most of this 
was carted and stacked w th little injury; spring 
varieties ripened late, and didnot bulk so well. 
Any fields of the former which have been 
threshed yielded well, and the qvahty of the 
grain is good. The oat crop was of especial 
promise if the weather had been favourable for 
saving it. In the southern counties and im dis-
